THE PANAMA CANAL. 


— — — 


A BRITISH OFFICER CONFIDENT THAT M. 
DELESSEPS WILL SUCCEED. 


Progress of the Work—An Interview With 
Lord Randolph Churchill—Prince Ferdi- 
nand at PFhilippopolis— American Di- 
vorces Recognized by an English Court— 
Report That Chamberlain Will Succeed 
Lord Lansdowne—A Fight With the 
Police at Galway—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, January 24.—Tankerville Chamber- 
laine, late British Acting Consul at Panama, 
writing with reference to the refusal of the 
French Government to sanction De Lesseps’ 
scheme for a lottery, says: Most of the in- 
formation given to the world from time to time 
about the canal is false. I can, from examina- 
tion on the spot, whence I only returned a few 
months ago, say that if the enemies of the 
project fancy for one moment that its death- 
knell is pealing, they are disagreeably mis- 
taken. There is no doubt, he thinks, that 
De Lesseps has met with tremendous obsta- 
cles in the last seven years, and 
certainly was deceived as to the 
amount estimated for the construction 
ot the canal, but in spite of all impediments he 
has stuck to his guns as he did atSuez. The 
actual work on the canal has been as follows: 
The section from Colon to Bohio twelve 
miles long, cut from Bohio to Mitachin, will be 
complete next year. The section from 
Metachin to Paraiso, including the cutof 
Culebra, has been intrusted to Eiffel, the 
Tower engineer, to hand over with the locks 
in February, 1890. The sectien from Paraiso 
to Rio Grande will be terminated in June 
of next year. De Lessens has not abandoned 
the scheme of a tide-level canal, but only has 
recourse to locks at present to inaugurate 
transit as quickly as possible. The work of 
excavation wiil continue after the canal is 
open to navigation by tunnejing or otherwise. 

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. 

The correspondent of the Daily Telegraph at 
Berlin has interviewed Lord Randolph 
Churchill, who has fully confirmed the an- 
nouncement that he had no political mission 
in going to Russia. Lord Randolph went on 
to speak of the Impression caused by his visit 
and respecting the peaceful intentions of the 
Russians. 

THE NEWSPAPER WAR. 

As I ventured to foreshadow, the decision of 
courts granting a perpetual injunction against 
the new paper, the Evening Post, on ac- 
count of its title being a colorable imitation of 
the Morning Post, was reversed yesterday 
on appeal. Had it been otherwise, the Judges 
would have made a new law, granting the 
copyright of titles, a thing hitherto unknown.

LONDON, January 24.—The United States Min- 
ister and Mrs. Phelps returned yesterday from 
a two days’ visit to Hatfield House, as guests 
of the Marquis of Salisbury, in company with

The visit was one ot a mere social 
character. A frlend of the Minister said last 
evening that the Minister of the United 
States always maintained agreeable  s0- 
clal relations with the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs as a 
matter of duty without any regard to the 
politics of the Government in power.

METZ, January 24.—Regarding the recent in- 
cident on the frontier in which a Frenchman 
named Barbarot was deprived of his gun bya 
German customs officer named Hahnemann, 
the Lothringer Zeitung says: ‘‘Hahnemann 
saw Barbarot following game on German soll. 
As poaching is a daily occurrence, he decided 
to arrest the intruder. He overtook 
Barbarot a few paces from the frontier, 
on German soll, and requested him to follow 
him. Barbarot refused, and resisted arrest. 
During the struggle which then ensued Barba- 
rot was disarmed. The German District D 
rector and the Police Commissary are making 
an official inquiry into the affair, in order to 
determine whether Hahnemann’s story or the 
version given by Barbarot, who said he was 
enticed across the frontier and then arrested, 
is the correct one.

It is plamly in- 
timated that whilst the demands of Canada are 
admitted to be ef importance they must not be 
allowed to prejudice the larger international 
interests involved.

ORGANIZED LAUNDRIES. 


No Foundation for Rumors of Strike Prep- 
arations Among the Girls, 


There was about a year ago an association 
embracing some of the leading laundry owners 
of the city, the intent and object of which was 
the regulation of prices and wages. The as- 
sociation was not harmonious, and having 
only a small percentage of the laundries 
of the city in it could do nothing to 
regulate the trade. Therefore it went 


to pieces. Recently an attempt has been 
made to 11 and one or two meetings 
have been held, attended by representatives of 
four or flve laundries which are the principal 
in the city. These meetings have thus tar failed 
to realizethe purpose for which they were 
intended, and the organization is still in the 
future. The principle on which it is now pro- 
posed to combine is the limitation of branch 
offices, several laundries having as 
many as & dozen offices in 
different places down town. These branches 
are nothing but desks in stores, chiefly haber- 
dashers’ shops. An attempt was made bya 
morning paper on the report of this attempt 
on the part of laundry owners to build up a 
sensation. It was said that the girls employed 
in the laundries were Organizing to oppose a 
reduction of wages. E. M. Dolph of the Excel- 
sior said as far as his knowledge went such 
was not the case, and as no reduction of wages 
was contemplated there was no basis for the 
report. A. M. Anderson, manager of the 
Munger Laundry,said he had heard nothing of 
an organization of laundrymen or their em- 
ployes recently.

THE READING STRIKE. 


A Pennsylvania Iron Man Gives Interesting 
Data on This Subject. 


Charles B. Burnham, a leading iron manu- 
facturer of Allentown, Pa., who is in the city 
on business, in speaking with a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter concérning the Read- 
ing labor troubles, said: ‘‘For the man- 
ufacturers of the Schuylkill district 
the difficulty in obtaining a supply 


of fuel through the regular channels comes at 
a decidedly inopportune time. Next to the 
Schuylkill mines they rely upon the Lehigh 
coal fields forasupply. Some weeks before 
the Reading trouble arose it became evident 
that the coal fleet could not get down the Ohio 
River from Pittsburg, and that the supply of 
anthracite for the Btates. of Obfo and Ken- 
tucky must come from another source.

The lat - 
ter objection could be removed 4 permission 
of the syndicate that prescribes the ontput of 
each mine, but some time will elapse before a 
meeting can be called, and in the meantime 
the iron men scarcely know where to turn.’’

Burnham went on to sav, 
nas been loudly condemned, but even we 
iron men, who of all things desire cheap fuel, 
have become convinced that t is 
the best for all concerned. There are at least 
five great coal companies, any one of which 
can mine enough coal to supply the entire 
country. Were competition unrestricted, the 
price would at once be reduced to a figure 
precluding all profit, and of course the con- 
sumer would be temporarily benefited. But 
the inevtable result of such deadly competition 
would be to force all but the strong- 
est company to the wall and throw 
the mines on the market, Of course, no out- 
sider would care to invest in sucha losing 
venture, andthe entire fields would be swal- 
lowed up by a gigantic monopoly, which 
would control the market. The present sys- 
tem, which restricts but does not prevent 
competition, is far saferfor the consumer, 
and is probably the best that could be devised, 
in spite of the abuse heaped upon it.’’

TWICE ABLAZE. 


A NUMBER OF PHILADELPHIA BUSINESS 
HOUSES GUTTED BY FIRE 


The Losses by Last Night’s Conflagration 
Aggregate Over One Million Dollars 
—A Hat Factory Destroyed—Burned to 
the Ground—Nearly a Block Burned 
Destructive Fires. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., January 24.—The disas- 
trous conflagration in the retail millinery and 
ladies’ furnishings district at Eighth and Arch 
streets, last night, was gotten under complete 
control at about 3 o’clock this morning, 
after a half dozen firms had been 
completely burned out and some f- 
teen to twenty other establishments 
had been seriously damaged by 
fire and water. The books of the firms who 
suffered the greatest loss are in the ruins of 
the buildings, and it is difficult up to noon to 
obtaln reliable estimates of the losses and in- 
surances. The losses, however, will no 
doubt aggregate upwards of a million 
dollars, and nearly all the establishments 
were well insured. Marks Bros., milliners, 
estimate their loss at $875,000, with insurance 
of $800,000. The building of Shoneman Bros., 
1146 and 118 North Eighth street, is a complete 
wreck, and their loss is estimated at $100,000;

The fire originated from a defective flue in 
Marks Bros.’ building. Flames were dis- 
covered issuing from the chimney about 7 
o’clock in the evening and the alarm was 
sounded at once, but the flames were soon 
checked and the fire engines left without going 
into service. The insurance patrol, however 
received orders to remain in the building until 
certain that all danger was past.

Hat Factory Destroyed.

The Pacific Railroads’ Telegraph.

The Motive Ferce of the World. 


From the London Standard. 

The Bureau of Statistics in Berlin has-re- 
cently issued some interesting information in 
connection with this subject. It appears that 
four-fifths of the engines now working in the 


world have been constructed during the last 
twenty-five years. France owns 49,500 sta- 
tionary or locomotive boilers, 7,000 locomo- 
tives and 1,80 boats’ boilers; German 
59,000 boilers, 10,000 

1,700 ships’ boilers; 

boilers and 2,800 locomotives. 

force equivalent to the workin steam 
engines represents—in the Uni States, 
7,500,000 horse-power, in Engiand 7,000,000 
horse-power, in Germany 4,500,000, in France 
3,000,000, and in Austria 1,500,000. In these fig- 
ures the motive power of the locomotives is 
not included, whose number in all the world 
amounts to 105,000, representing a total of 
3,000, 000 horse-power. Adding this amount to 
the other powers we obtain the total of 46,000, - 
000 horse-power. A steam horse-power is 
equal to three actual horses’ power, and a liv- 
ing horse is equal to seven men. The steam 
engines of the world represent, therefore, ap- 
proximately the work of 1,000,000,000 men, or 
more than double the working population of 
the earth, whose total population amounts to 
1,455,923,000 inhabitants. Steam has accord- 
ingly trebled man’s working power, on wie 
him to economize his physical strength w 
attending to his intellectual developments.

THE READING'S PLEA. 


In his statement to the public President 
CORBIN of the Reading has the best of the 
controversy so far as his remarks refer to 
the railroad Knights of Labor who, with- 
out any complaint of their own, put them- 
selves in the wrong by striking to support 
the striking miners. But, unwisely going 
further in defense. of his corporation, he 
unconsciously sets forth the work of its 
management as a record of gigantic out- 
lawry. While insisting on its conceded 
right to ‘‘manage its own property,’’ and 
to be protected in *‘the performance of its 
duties as a common carrier’? by the whole 
power of the State, he says: 

For the twelve years commencing January 
1, 1876, and ending January 1, 1888, this oom - 
pany has mined 51,000,000 tons of coal, paid 
for it to ite miners $57,110,000, and bas received 
as the net proceeds for the coal so mined only 
$44,840,000, making an actual loss in the min- 
ing of its co@ of $12,270,000 during that period. 
In other words, we have distributed through- 
out the country 51,000,000 tons of coal, the 
miners have received every dollar of net 
money we obtained for it, and we lost in the 
operation $12,270,000 besides; and during all 
these twelve years the stockholders of the 
railroad which transported the coal, who 
have paid up $40,700,000 for their stock, have 
not received one cent by way of dividends, 
and they have just been called upon, with a 
portion of the junior securities, to pay in 
by way of assessments $12,000,000 of fresh 
money to make good the losses of the com- 
panies. 

This statement is simply a con- 
fession that this common carrier has 
been controlling coal mines and mining 
coal in open and direct violation 
of Section 5 of Article XVII. of Pennsyl- 
vania’s Constitution ever since that Con- 
stitution was adopted. Incidentally it has 
violated all the statutes made in pur- 
suance of that provision. 

The statement that the road has done 
this at a loss of $12,270,000 besides the loss 
of dividends to the stockholders is another 
cool and startling confession of criminal 
management. Coal which costs the con- 
sumers $1.57 per ton on the track and is 
carried to Philadelphia at an additional 
cost of 62 cents per ton costs consumers 
in that city from $6 to $6.50 per ton, and 
yet we are told that the Reading has lost 
$12,270,000 on her coal-mining business 
while somebody was making out of it the 
difference between $2.19 and $6 per ton on 
the 51,000,000 tons the company has mined 
and sold! 

Granted a valuable carrier franchise by 
the State and protected from the violence 
of strikers by the whole powerof the State, 
this corporation comes forward with a 
confession thatit has been violating the 
laws of the State for twelve years; obtain- 
ing control of 142 square miles of anthra- 
cite territory contrary to law; using this 
control to prevent competition in mining 
and marketing coal; and although it 
earned $12,000,000 net last year by dis- 
criminating in its own favor as a shipper 
and monopolizer of the coal output it puts 
up a poor mouth because dividends have 
not been paid to thé original purchasers’ 
of its subsequently enormously watered 
securities, and asks for public sympathy 
and support in its methods of manipulat- 
ing both the coal market and the market 
for coal-mining labor! 


* 
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COMPULSORY education may be a good 
thing so far as it operates to secure the 
benefits of the common schools to children 
ho might otherwise be deprived of such 
benefits by careless or unnatural parents 
or guardians. But when compulsory 
education laws bring about unreasonable 
State interference with private schools, 
or with proper parental control over the 
education of children, they are going too 
far and clothing the State with paternal 
functions that do not belong to it under 
our system of government. Our public 
schools have not yet reached such a state 
of perfection as to make State interfer- 
ence with other schools or other educa- 
tional means and methodseither advisable 
or permissible. State inspection of pri- 
vate or parochial schools under the com- 
pulsory education law of Massachusetts 
is breeding trouble and promises to in- 
volve the school-tax question more vex- 
atiously than ever in the old sectarian 
school controversy.

The Forged Bismarck Letters—Condition 
of the German Crown Prince—Parnell

Special Cablegram to the Pest-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, January 244.—The original arrange- 
mentfor the Queen’s visit to Italy was that 
Her Majesty should goto San Remo about the 
middie of March. The Grand Duke of Hesse 
and Princess Irene were to have met her 
there; alsothe Duchess of Edinburgh, Prin- 
cess Louise of Battenberg, incess Beatrice 
and Prince Henry of Battenberg. They were 
to go from San Remo to Florence, where they 
were to stay at the Villa Palmiert, the residence 
of the Dowager Lady Crawford. These plans 
have been entirely changed. The Queen will 
leave England a month earlierthan the date 
first fixed. Starting from Osborne she will 
only pay a passing visit to Sau Remo. Her 
place of sojourn isto be Florence, where the 
Villa Palmieri is being prepared for her re- 
ception. A neighboring residence has been 
engaged for her suite and servants. 

THE FORGED ‘BISMARCK LETTERS. 

The authorship of the forged letters and dis- 
patches imposed on the Ozar with the object 
of producing dissensions between Russia and 
Germany is still exciting much speculation 
abroad. I have reason to believe that they 
were handed to His Majesty at Fredensbourg 
by Princess Waidemar of Denmark, the eldest 
daughter of the Duc de Chartres, who presum- 
ably was the tool of designing persons. 

THB GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 

Reports of the Crown Prince continue very 
favorable. It is thought not improbable as a 
result of the perichondritis from which the 
illustrious patient is suffering, that a 
portion of oneof the cartilages, or perhaps 
even one of the smaller cartilages in its en- 
tirety, may be expelled, or sooner or later may 
have to be removed by Dr. Mackenzie. Sir 
Morell will leave London for San Remo at the 
end of the week.

A SILLY STATEMENT. 

The new evening paper, about which there 
has been so prodigious a sounding of brasses 
and tinkling of cymbals, contained in its first 
issue a silly statement about the woman“ 
jubilee offering. It is quite inconceivable that 
any rational being could even pretend to 
believe that the Queen desired to expend 
£70,000 on a necklace for Princess Beatrice. 
From the first day the fund was started those 
behind the scenes were perfectly well aware 
of Her Majesty’s intention to devote the 
money to a charitable object. 

THE ARTISTS’ SPLIT. 

The only one of the new associates of the 
Academy whose election could be said to have 
been to some extent aforegone conclusion 
was Mr. Richmond. An attempt has been 
made to connect his election with his seces- 
sion from the Grosvenor Gallery. As a fact 
it has been pretty well assured for some time, 
ever since his father’s withdrawal into the 
ranks of retired Academicians. Heis distin- 
guished in portraiture and in figure subjects. 
Indeed, some of his portraits are among the 
finest of modern examples of that branch of 
art. Mr. Richmond brings also a wider general 
culture than some of his colleagues to the 
service of the Academy. For some time he was 
Slade Professor at Oxford. Certain papers 
which he read before the art section of the 
presumably defunct Social Science Association 
deserve record and preservation. Mr. Onslow 
Ford was sure of his associateship sooner or 
later and may be congratulated on ita having 
come somewhat sooner than he expected. 
His statue of Mr. Irving as Hamlet is one of 
the finest specimens of modern sculpture. He 
is one of a group of young artists, such 
as Mr. Thornecroft, Mr. Gilbert, Mr. 
Roscoe, Mr. Mullins, Mr. Nelson, Mr. McLean 
and Mr. Simmons, who have done so much 
to take away reproach from British sculpture. 
No fewer than fifty-nine Academicians 
and associates were present last week 
at the election. Each of the three 
ballots occupied exactly halfan hour. The 
voting was as usual very seattered. A de- 
voted twenty plumped persistently Mr. Al- 
bert Moore, with whom Mr. Alfred Hunt was 
once tied. Mr. Lawson the sculptor found 
six constant champions. The final selection 
of Mr. Richmond, Mr. Onslow Ford and Mr. 
Blomfield is generally approved. 

DEMISE OF LONDON’S CIVIO FATHERS. 

The corporation of the city of London 
mourns for the loss of no less than three of its 
civic fathers. Hight weeks ago Sir Wm. Me- 
Arthur was suddenly stricken with death while 
traveling tothe city. It is barely seven days 
since Sir John Stapies died after an Ulness of a 
week. Now its venerabie Doyen, the ever- 
green and kindly Sir Robert Carden, has 
passed away in an instant, full of years and 
honors, Ten days ago he was among the 
little ones, the Lord Mayors, Lady Mayoresses 
and Aldermen ofthe future in Egyptian Hall. 
As he surveyed the scene from one of the 
sofas it was noticed by friends that he 
looked worn and wearied. Four 
hours before his death he was at 
his place in the Council Chamber to propose in 
telling and touching terms a vote of condolence 
on the death of his friend and colleague by 
nearly twenty years his junior. He returned 
from the Guild Hall to Wingate street and 
long before midnight was dead. 


LIFE OF LORD HOUGHTON. 

Mr. Wemyss Reid has already begun his life 
of Lord Houghton. No man probably ever 
wrote or received more letters than Lord 
Houghton. In addition to a great deal 
of unpublished correspondence from Carlyle 
and Thackeray he will be able to give to the 
world a series of important letters from Bun- 
sen and Cavour. Mr. Reid’s ‘‘Life of Forster’’ 
will appear in May. Mr. Gladstone has given 
consent to the publication of his letters and 
the correspondence between the two great 
statesmen on the Irish question. As read by 
the light of recent events, they will excite the 
keenest interest. The book will contain sev- 
eral portraite and possibly a view of the pict- 
uresque cottage at Bradpole where he was 
born.

Frisco RailroadCompany nr nf si ns of 
Judgment To-Day in the Circuit Court 
Decisions Handed Down by Judge Seddon 
—Matters of Interest in Litigation Under 
the Dome. 


Judge Seddon to-day rendered a decision in 
an interesting damage suit against the 8. 
Louis & San Francisco Railway Company, 
growing out of an accident at the Union Depot 
to a lady who was endeavoring to get on a 
train just moving out. The decision is upon 
a motion for new trial by the plaintiff, Mre. 
Glowzewski, against whom a verdict was 
rendered. She alleges in substance that the 
company’s servants negligently started the 
train while she was in the act of getting 
on. She may have commenced to 
get on the train before the car 
started, and seeing that she would have 
difficulty in doing so completely she asked to 
have the car stopped so as to avoid a fall from 
a perilous position. Whether, under the cir- 
cumstances, it was contributory negligence 
for her to make the effort or whether she 
ought to have fallen back was a question for 
the jury. The evidence tended to show, says 


the Court, that she did what would naturally 
be expected of a person under such circum- 
stances. 

It is the duty of conductors and those in 
charge of a train to see to it that they do not 
start the train while a passenger is in the act 
of getting on. The higher courts have come 
very far in un the f the lower courts for tak- 


ing cases from the jury when there is any evi- 
dence which would support a yerdict, even 
sometimes holding to the seintilla doctrine. 
The motion for a new trial in this case will be 
granted.

CHAIRMAN MILLS. 


The Democratic Leader on Duty Again— 
Prospective Tariff Legislation.

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 24.—Chairman 
Mills occupied his seat in the House yesterday 
but is by no means a well man. It was his 
first appearance in the House since Wednes- 
day last. The Ways and Means Committee 
will have another meeting to-day when 
anotber peg will be put in the tariff bill. ‘‘The 
bill will be brought into the House in three 
weeks or about the middle of February,’’ 


said Mr. Mills: It will be drawn on the 
same general plan as the general bill, but, of 
course, 1 of its features will be totally 
different. There will be a great many addi- 
tions to the free list. 

„What will be the principal articles?“ 

J am not prepared to say as to that. There 
will be many chemicais and many raw 
materials. In my judgment all raw materials 
should go on but the c: mmittee has not taken 
decided action as to how far it will go in that 
respect. The at stumbling block in our 
way is the wool question. I believe we should 
have free wool, in spite of this howl to the 
contrary. Texas is no doubt the eatest 
wool-producing Statefin the country, with per- 
haps the exception ef California, which last 
year may have exceeded our figures, and yet, 
as a Representative from Texas, I believe free 
wool would bé the best thing that could hap- 
pen to us.

“ICE BOUND. 


DISASTERS EXPECTED WHEN THE - ICE 
MOVES OUT OF THE RIVER.

Wreck of the Light-House Launch I 
Property Exposed Between Chouteau 


Carondelet Gorge Holds the Ice in t. 


Louis Harbor. 


Steamboatmen are awaiting with some alarm 
the breaking of the ice gorge at Carondelet, 
when the fate of their property will be decia- 
ed. The formation of the gorge was completed 
Sunday night and the previously compara- 
tively open river was closed above the bridge. 
Since Sunday night there has been little or no 
movement to the ice below Barton 
street, near which point a second but 
small gorge was formed by the crowd- 
ing of the ice against the immovable 
mass below. Between Barton and Anna 
streets are lying a number of steamers which 
will be seriously injured if the ice moves out 
rapidly. The Mattie Bellehas a few light lines 
out and lies badly. Below her is the Will 8. 
Hays, opposite the private landing of the Bau 
Olaire Lumber Company. The Delver,a sand- 
digging boat, and the Missouri Sand Company 
landing-boats come next. The Hays yester- 
day got out some heavy lines in addition to 
the very light hawsers with which she was 
previously tied up. Another Anchor Line 
boat, City of Monroe, lies below the sand 
company’s landing, and below that point are 
a number of boats in fair position. The Mon- 
roe’s lines are all light, and should the strain 
on them be increased greatly the boat will 
fare very badly. 

THE FIRST DAMAGE. 

Atthe Barton street dump the first tragedy 
of the present season on the river occurred 
yesterday. Above the dump the United States 
Government light-house launch Ivy was tied 
up. The launch was a dainty, side-wheel 
steamboat, modeled exactly like a big Anchor 
Line boat. Outside the Ivy were some covered 
barges. Above it was the Anchor Line boat 
Olty of Baton Rouge, and outside the Baton 
Rouge was the St. Louis 4 Olarksville wharf- 
boat. When the ice began to move 
the wharfboat moved down on the 
Baton Rouge, the latter's lines parted, and 
slowly but surely the immense passenger 
steamer moved down onthe little launch, 
crushing it out of existenve. The launch had 
notaninch of spaceto spare, being crowded 
between the Baton Rouge and the piles of the 
Barton street dump. The cabin was smashed, 
the hull bent and twisted. The wreck took 
fire and was extinguished. This morning all 
that was left of the little craft lay under the 
broken wheel-house of the Baton Rouge. 
While the wreck was going on the covered 
barges were battering them to pieces against 
the piles of the dump. 

AT THE DOCKS. 

Above the Anohor Line steamer © So- 
tional docks, and outside the dock ssibly 
five hundred yards from the shore liné, the tug 
Rescue No. 2 this morning was butting the ice 
with all the vigor its machinery postessed. 
The Rescue was laying with the ice Sunday 
night when the lock-up occurred, and was 
caught. The movement of the fleld yesterda 
took the tug down to opposite the docks, an 
there it lay outside a fleld of open water. 
efforts that have been made since Sunday to 
save the tug were redoubled this morning. The 
ice fleld was so solid that men clambered out 
from shore over the heaped up cakes to the tug, 
and with ice pikes helped the crew to move 
the blocks away from the tugs plow. As they 
got the cakes out, clearing a small space in 
front of the tug,the crew would be set to work 
and way would be churned into the field as 
far as possible toward the open water. Then 
more cakes would be withdrawn by the men 
with the pikes and again the white cloud of 
steam would rise againstithe deep, transparent 
blue of the sky as the tug made another push 
for liberty. 

The Wiggin’s ferry, John Trendley, lying in 
The open water, which extended 2 feet from 
shore, kept moving 8 to prevent the ice 
field from closing in on the space, and some 
effort was made to open a channel for the 
Rescue. 

Above the Trendley the Maggie P. is lying. 
the aged disaster haunted Maggie P. Above 
her the City of St. Louis, an Anchor Line 
boat, lightly tied and in excel- 
lent posifion to beach the Maggie 
when the strong flow of ice shall come. The 
open water extends above these boats to the 
city of Vicksbnrg, and then begins some hun- 
dreds of yards of drift ice, separated from the 
fleld by a sharply drawn line. The General 
Mead lies at the northern limit of this drift, 
and is pushed up on the bank, though not 
badly beached. 

At the cotton compress warehouses a num- 
ber of barges and dred are grouped ,outside 
of which the tug Susie Hazard was busily and 
noisily butting the ice to save ber- 
self. Below the foot of Hickory street the 
Judith is on the bank. Her wheel is in water 
and this morning her engines were in opera- 
tion, the wheels turning lazily in the clear 
water. The railroad transfer at, Lewis V. 
Bogy, lies above the Judith, andthe Belle of 
Memphis is at the foot of Chouteau avenue 
protected by the wharf and piling at Ele- 
vator B. 

The boats, steamers and barges lying above 
Chouteau avenue have not suffered any dam- 
age so far, and are not at present in any 
danger. Rivermen think so long as the 
Carondelet gorge holds there need be no cause 
for alarm, as the ice is crowded and packed in 
tightly down to that point, and movements
